All this time, according to the 
story of the girls, the mother so 
mistreated the children that life 
was all bu t u nbearable. 
The fam­ 
ily came to Kansas City abou t 
three y ears ago. 
Here they liv u d 
together u ntil recently , when the 
ciirhax to the domestic u npleas.int- 
ness occu rred. 
The giils left their 
home and went to work for them­ 
selv es. 
There is an older sister, a Mrs. 
Rosa Mack ie, who liv es with her 
hu sband on Indejieiidence av enu e. 
Mrs. Mack ie sides with ber sisters 
as against the mother. 
According to the story of the 
girls, Mau d, who is 18 , left home 
sev eral mou ths ago and went to 
work in the Schwarzschild & Su lz- 
cerger pack ing hou se in Armou r- 
dale. 
She had a room in Armou r- 
dale, and the testimony of her 
fellow work ing girls is that she 
was indu striou s and 
was liv ing 
solely by honest work . 
After she had established herself 
she secu red a position for her sis­ 
ter in the same place and the two 
girls liv ed together. 
They did not 
let their mother k now where they 
were, bu t one day they went bu ck 
to their old home after some clothes 
they had left in a tru nk . 
When 
they were secu ring these clothes 
the mother discov ered them and ac­ 
cu sed them of stealing. 
This is 
the fou ndation for the present su it. 
Since the tru nk episode the girls 
hav e changed their place of em­ 
ploy ment and are now work ing at 
the soap factory of Morris & Bu tt, 
in Armou rdale. 
Their associates 
say they k now of no wrongdoing 
attribu table to the two sisters. 
The case against the girls came 
u p in Ju stice Ross’ cou rt y esterday 
bu t was continu ed. 
As the ju stice 
made the annou ncement Mrs. War- 


‘T am going to tak e Ada from 
Mau d’s influ ence if 1 hav e to u se 
force.” 
“ I wou ld adv ise y ou not to ” 
answered the attorney . 
The girls left their seats and pre­ 
pared to leav e the cou rt room when 
the mother made a ru sh and cau ght 
Ada by the arm. 
“ Let me go. 
Let me g o!’’ 
screamed the girl. 
Her sister came to her aid and 
both fou ght the mother while the 
cou rt room w'as iu an u proar. 
“ Order iu the cou rt,’’ shou ted 
the constable. 
^ This had not the slightest effect. 
The three women stru ggled and 
fou ght 
and 
screamed. 
Sev eral 
men who were standing near tried 
to separate the combatants, bu t to 
no pu rpose. 
Gradu ally the scrim­ 
mage proceeded towards the door. 
A room fu li of people followed 
them and cheered the girls. 
Once 
ou tside the girls brok e and ran, 
the motlier in pu rsu it. 
As the 
girls gamed perceptibly on their 
mother the latter gav e u p the chase 
bu t not withou t a parting shot : 
“ I ’ll get y ou y et,’’ she said. 
The girls are ou t on bond.
